1. (cuiTcnlly amended) A composition for use in a ceramic composite stiffener including a web 
portion, at least one flange porlioHv a radius region disposed between the web portion and llic 
at least one llonge portion, a skin mcnibcr that is secured to the at least one Ibnge portion 
£ind the radius region, the composition being applied along the radius region adjacent the skin 
member, the composition comprising: 

■k about 55 % to 72 % bj^vvycighj ceramic particles: 

3v about I % to 3 % to:...VV,cUil2t plasLieizcrs; and 

;V about 20 % to 26% by weigh t silica-yielding liquids; and 
.suiricicnl solvent to permit mixing oT the cojnponents and forming a pliable 
composition^^ where in the composi tion has been formed into a ceramic cxim nosite 

2. (currently amended) The composition of claim 5 wherein the ceramic particles ore selected 
from the group consisting of alumina, crushed <?M<?« ccranik.nratrix c(uiijx>sites, calcined 
clays> grog and combination thereof. 

3. (originid) The coniposition of claim 1 wherein the ceramic particles range in size from about 
-20 mesh to about 45() mesh. 

4. (original) The composition of claim 1 wherein the plaslicizers are organic compounds. 

5. (original) The composilion of claim 1 wherein the silica- yielding liquids are non-curing 
silicones. 

6. (currently ajnended) I'he composilion of claim I wherein the weight percenlagc of a 
p lurality of cvaporablc solvents is from about 2 % to about 1 0 % of the weight of the 
composition. 
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7. (original) The composilion of claim I wherein \hc pliable composilion is substontially 
cohesive. 

8. (original) The coiuposilioii of claim t wherein the pliable composition is of uniform 
consistency. 

9. (currently amended) The composition of claim 1 wherein one of the plurality of cvaporable 
{t^>lvent: solvents is an alcohol. 

10. (currently amended) The composition of claim 9 wherein one of the plurality of evaporablc 

sojycnts is isopropanol ovclhanol.
